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REMARKS. 

Ir is a painful task to be obligod to ex- 
pose the weakness of our own native 
State. But when deluded men advance 
sentiments of resistance and retaliation 
fo the union, and talk of their means and 
jrower to carry their threats into execu- 
tion, it isa duty we are compelled to 
perform—te expose their weakness and 
avant of meana to carry their purposes 
into effect. These States, whose re- 
sources and exports consist only of- 
ashes, mules, and grindstones, to think of 
giving laws to the Union, is so truiy ri~ 
diculous that we cin scarcely retrain ” 
from laughing when we think of the pro- 
ject. We question very much if Don 
Quitte ever set out on a more fooiish 
exploit than the Dou Quixettes of the 
Hartford convention, to revolutionize the 
Union, and present them with a new con- 
atitution, conformable to the views of 
frank Blake und Co. 

The solid column above presents a 
eoncise view of the great and powerful 
States who are satisfied with our present 
eonstitution. We also give a view of tie 
Lillihutian states who are about to as- 
sume the powers of the Union and dic- 
tate tothe whole. The aggregate popu- 
Jation of the sixteen Washington Uinon 
Btates, and the six Territorial Govern- 
ments is, as will appeor by the above co 
rect estimate, 6,498,990 rouls—and their 
ageregalé extent of territory one milion 
seven bundredaud thirty three thousand 
two hundred & seventy five scuare niles 
«while that of Massachusctts, Connecti+ 
our and Rhode-Tsland (tre Bitis Unione 
States) is only cigAt Hundred and” ten 
thousand nine hundred and thirteen seuls, 
and twelve thousand five hundred and

Uwe succeed in 
quieting the fears of the women & chile 
dren, we shall have done all that is neces- 
sary—for most certainly there is ro wan 
or be), ſ any hind of information or spirit, 
that can have any fears on the subject.— 
We have often heard cf a majority ef the 
people overtursing the existing govern- 
ment of the country as in the case of the 
American and French revolutions, and 
the revolution brought about by Crom- 
WELL and his party in England; but we 
have never found in histovy an instance 
of a contemptible minority, subduing a 
mejority, and’ succeeding ina revolution. 
We say we have never read of sucha 
thing happening in any country; and if 
such a circumsiance was to take place 
here, it must be done by the interference 
of Providence, and not by men. Jt is re- 
corded ina historical tract of our coun- 
uy, that the first settlers in Whodc-Leland 
purchased their territory from the Indi- 
ans for a pair of spectacles ; and that the 
fist British settlers in Connecticut esta- 
blished in that territory the mud code of 
the blue laws. Now if these enlightened 
States should turn eut with Mussachu— 
setts in British array, against the Union, 
and again establish the Pie Laws, it will 
be a pretty clean evidence that they Lave 
al! {oat their spectacles. Or if Governor 
— thinks he can succeed in restoring 
the British bulwark again, to give Jaws 
to the Union, he will find also that he has 
lost his Hechte. Therefore, taking it 
to be asolenin fact, that all these Gover- 
nors have lost their old spectacles, and 
putona British pair; and, like Smelhun— 
pus, see thro’a darkened glass, we re- 
commend them to take off their dark 
glasses, and look at the picture we naw 
presentethem of their folly. Let them 
look at the strength of the great confe- 
deration, and then look atthe confedera— 
tion of three barren stutes, io be aseme 
bled in convention at Hartford ; and af- 
ter this, if they are mad enough to ad- 
vance one step further, det them do it at 
their peril.

Again he observés—* But whatever 
way be our situ ution, whether firmly v- 
nited in one national government or sprit 
into 2 number of confederacies, certain it 
is, that tig, nations will know & view 
it exactly as it is—and they will ace with 
us accordingly.” 

Again be says A firm union will be 
of the utmost moimeni to the peace and 
liberty of the States as a barrier against 
domestic faction and usurpation.”

EROM A LATE LONDON PAPER. 

A letter ſrom an oficér of Vis majos y' 
ship Regulus, dated Patuxent tive, Au- 
gust SO, comniunicatés some particu 
lars of, che destructiongaf Fort Washing 
ton, by the division n for that pute 
pose i 

tOn che morning of the 35th, I was 
sent with 3 officers and 200 men; down te 
destroy Fort Washihgion, built to pre- 

vent ships coming’up the River‘toatiath 
the town. About 150 barrels of gunpon- 
der, found here, were thrown into the 
well of the Fort; when one of the arülle- 
vy-men most unfortunately dropped a 
lighted port-fire into the well, which, with 
a magazine about 12 yards distant, full of 
shells. charged and.primed, blew up with 
the most tremendous explosion I cver 
heard. One house was unroofed,and the 
walls of two others, which had Seat burnt 
an hour before, were shook down; large 
pieces cfearth, stones, bricks, shot, shells, 
& c. burst into the sir, and falling amongst 
us (who had no where to run, being ena 
narrow neck cf land, with the sra on 9 
sides,) killed about 12 men, and wounded 
above 30 more, most of them in a dreade 
ful manner. I had the good fortune-to 
escape with whole skin end bones but 
somewhat bruised. The groans: of 
the people, almost buried in the earth, or 
with legs and arms broke, and the sight 
of pieces of bodies lying about, was a 
thousand times’ more distressing than 
the loss we mër With in tie neg the day: 
before.”

From the American to the- British Com- 
- missioners. 
Guent, September 9, 1814, 


The undersigned have had the honour 
to receive the note of his Britaunic Ma- 
jesty’s plenipotentiaries, deted the 4th 
inst. If, in the tone or substance of the 
former note of the undersigned, the Bri- 
tish Commissieners have perceived little 
proof of any disposition on che part of the 
American government, for a discussion 
of some of the propositions advanced in 
the first note which the undersigned had 
the honor of receiving from them, they 
will ascribe it to the nature of the pro- 
positions themselves, to their appareut 
incompatibility with the assurances in 
Lord Castlercagh’s letter to the Ameri- 
can Secretary of State, preposiug this 
negociation, and with the solemn assur- 
ances of the British plenipotcntiaries 
themselves, to the undersigned, at their 
first conferences with them. 

The undersigned, in reference to an 
observation of the British plenipotentia- 
ries, must be allowed to say, that the 
objects which the government of the U- 
nited States had in view, have not been 
withheld. 

The subjects considered as suitable 
for discussion were fairly brought for- 
ward in the conference of the 9th 
and the terms on which the United States 
were willing, to conclude the peace, were 
frankly and éxpressly declared in the 
note of the undersigned, dated the 34th 
ultimo. It had been confidently hoped 
that the nature of those terms, so evi- 
dently framed iu a sincere spirit of couci- 
liation, would have induced Great Britain 
to adopt them as the basis of A Ueaty : 
and itis with deep regret that ihe under- 
signed, if they have rightly understood 
the meaning of the last hote of che Brij- 
lish plenipotentiaries, percaive that they
